CHINESE REDS SAY

HONG KONG, June 14 (AP)—

U.S. CASUALTIES 


IN KOREA 70,317, 
UP 1965 IN WEEK 


WASHINGTON, June 14 (UP)— 
The Defense Department today 


reported 70,317 American battle 
casualties in the Korean war, an 
increase of 1965 over the an- 
nounced total a week ago. 

The new total represents cas- 
ualties whose next of kin had 
been notified through last Friday. 
The actual number is higher since 
notification requires one to three 
weeks. 

Today’s total includes 10,432 
killed, 48,133 wounded and 11,- 
752 missing in action. Of the 
wounded, 1231 have since died, 
and 104 of the missing are known 
dead, increasing the combat death 
toll to 11,767. Of the missing, 
1284 have since returned to Unit- 
ed States control and 153 e 
prisoners of war, leaving 10,211 
currently missing. 

This week's casualty figures 
represented increases of 234 in 
the number killed in action, 1592 
in the wounded, and 139 in the 
number missing.

Missouri general manager, dis- 
puted the statement in yesterday’s 
Post-Dispatch that the company 
was contending for a fair-value 
basis in this case.

his first term in the House, said 
the lobbyist called on him at his 
farm near Ava, talked to him at 
length about the legislation the 
lobby hoped to get enacted and 
asked for his support. 

“The man gave me his name 
but I don’t remember what it 
was,” Deckard said. “I told him 
1 was a new member and wasn't 
at all familiar with the small loan 
matter. 

“Contribution” Offered. 

“Then he said he would like to 
make a contribution to my cam- 
paign. I explained that I had no 
Democratic opposition in the gen- 
eral election and that I had al- 
ready paid all my expenses in the 
primary. I said I didn’t want any 
contribution. 

“Then he said maybe I could 
use the money for advertising. I 
turned him down.” 

Deckard voted against the lob- 
by’s bill, but it was adopted by 
House and Senate and signed by 
the Governor.

Tom B. Hill, deputy com- 
mander of the task force and for- 
mer skipper of the battleship 
Missouri. Adm. Hill was present 
but had no formal statement. He 
said, in reply to a question that 
despite the many public reports 
of lingering radioactivity follow- 
ing the 1946 Bikini explosions, 
none of the ships used in the tests 
was sunk merely because it re- 
mained dangerously radioactive. 
Adm, Hill said there were many 
misconceptions at the time about 
radioactive contamination, but 
that in fact every ship was manned 
within 48 hours, including two 
submarines that received the heav- 


iest doses. A number of the ships 
were physically damaged by blast 
and were towed for that reason, 
he added. 

Gen. Cooney said that at Eni- 
wetok theoretical rescue squads 
rushed into the blast area by 
helicopter and speedboat within 
15 or 20 minutes after the explo- 
sions, all of which were set off 
on steel towers of unannounced 
height. These workers wore no 
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the words ‘thermo-nuclear’ 
‘hydrogen.’

“World trade and investment 
mean stable exchange rates. We 
shall eithér have international- 
ism and a sound world economy 
or we shall have nationalistic 
economies and collectivism, but 
we cannot have both at the same 
time. 

‘Used for Propaganda.’ 

“Are we not justified, there- 
fore, in wondering whether this 
commission, already stultified by 
the division of Europe and all too 
often used for propaganda pur- 
poses by its Soviet bloc mem- 
bers, should not now be dis- 
solved?” 

Another difference of opinion 
between Europeans and Ameri- 
cans, this time clearly within the 
international chamber itself, be- 
came evident at a discussion of 
private trade agreements, which 
means cartels. 

Several European delegates ex- 
pressed the opinion that cartels 
are needed to cushion the effect 
of the present steps being taken 
to create in Europe a large, uni- 
fied market such as exists in the 
United States. Philip Cortney, 
president of Coty, Inc., and a 
representative of the National 
Association of Manufacturers, re- 
plied that the secret of American 
productivity and prosperity lies 
in strong competition. 


U.S. ENVOY REPORTS STEADY 
PROGRESS IN PHILIPPINES 


WASHINGTON, June 14 (AP)— 
Myron M. Cowen, ambassador to 
the Philippines, reported to Presi- 
dent Truman today steady prog- 
ress by that new republic “on 
the economic, social and military 
front.” 

He said the government was 
making “substantial progress” in 
putting down the Hukbalahaps, 
the Communist-inspired irregu- 
lars that have threatened it. He 
said materiels from this country 
are moving into the Philippines 
in sufficient quantities “to en- 
able the Philippine armed forces 
to carry out their missions with- 
out interruption.” 

Cowden’s memorandum  cov- 
ered the last two years. 


CHINESE RED OFFICIALS TOLD 
TO ‘GLAD-HAND’ THE PUBLIC 


HONG KONG, June 14 (UP)— 
Premier Chou En-lai has ordered 
Chinese Communist officials to

Chou issued a directive order- 
ing all Government officials to 
“glad-hand” the public and pay 
more attention to complaints. He 
said they should “receive with en- 
thusiasm” persons demanding in- 
terviews.

After all, Chou said, the offi- 
cials are “servants of the people.”

WASHINGTON, June 14 (AP)— 
The Federal Reserve Board has 
been urged by a trial officer to 
find the nation’s biggest bank 
holding company, the Giannini- 
created Transamerica Corp., 
guilty Of violating the Clayton 
Anti-Trust Act. 

If it should follow his recom- 
mendations, it will require Trans- 
America to get rid of all its 
stock in 47 banks in five western 
states—but allow Transamerice to 
retain its 7.66 per cent interest 
in the Bank of America, a Cali- 
fornia institution which is the 
world’s biggest bank. 

Recommendations to that ef- 
fect were laid before the board 
yesterday by one of its seven 
members, R. M. Evans, who pre- 
sided at months of trial sessions. 

The complaint sustained by 
Evans charged Transamerica with 
“tending to” build up a monopoly 
of banking in California, Oregon, 
Washington, Nevada and Arizona. 

It will be August or later be- 
fore the full board reaches its 
final decision. If it holds against 
Transamerica, that decision will 
have to be reviewed in federal 
courts. 

The board which decides the 
case will be markedly different 
from the board that unanimously 
instituted the Clayton act pro- 
ceedings, the first ever brought 
by the board. Three of the pres- 
ent members will be newly enter- 
ing the case at the decision point: 
William McChesney Martin Jr., 
chairman; Oliver S. Powell and 
Edward L. Norton. Death, resig- 
nation annd term-expiration re- 
moved their successors during the 
case’s three-year course. 

Marriner S. Eccles, who had 
disputes with the Transamerica- 
founding Giannini family for 
years before the complaint was 
filed, disqualified himself from 
the case in order to be a witness. 
Moreover, he is expected to re- 
sign from the board soon.

Much of the timber for the 
huge mill will be cut on Canadian 
Crown lands which have never 
before been explored. Ironically, 
some of these lands are nearly 
contiguous to Alaska, where a 
pulp industry often has been ru- 
mored but has yet to materialize. 

The iact that American capital 
is developing so extensive an un- 
dertaking on Canadian soil has 
served to emphasize the failure 
of current plans for pulp and 
paper projects in Alaska. Some 
of this failure is attributed to 
bitter disputes over hereditary 
Indian rights to the National For- 
est acreage on” which most of 
Alaskan pulp forests now grow. 


Expansion Plans. 

Harold Blacke, president of Co- 
lumbia Cellulose Co., the Celanese 
subsidiary which is operating the 
Prince Rupért plant, announced 
at today’s ceremonies that the 
plant soon will be expanded. 

It now employs 300 men at the 
site, with another 650 engaged in 
logging operations in the moun- 
tains. Its pulp product will be 
shipped 950 miles eastward to the 
prairie city of Edmonton and 
treated with acetic acid in a fac- 
tory to be constructed for that 
purpose. This will make the pulp 
ready for various fiber items. 

Hemlock and spruce and bal- 
sam logs will be the raw material 
of the process at Prince Rupert. 
These trees grow profusely in the 
nearby Tongass National Forest 
of Alaska. 

Several chemical engineers at- 
tending the cellulose plant dedi- 
cation said they believed Alaskan 
plans had been jettisoned because 
American pulp corporations pre- 
ferred to raft logs from Alaska 
to existing mills along Puget 
Sound. 

Alaskan officials are said to 
oppose this, fearing it would limit 
the territory to a ‘‘colonial¥ eco- 
nomic status. 

Vast Power Plans. 
A program is under way to de- 
velop other resources of this far- 
flung wilderness about 100 miles

We tried out certain new 
principles affecting ordinary 
atomic bombs, and the results in- 
dicate a large boost in the power 
of an atomic attack which the 
United States could launch in 
ease of necessity. These recent 
advances in fission weapons, in- 


volved in the Eniwetok operation, 
are not confined in their implica- 
tions to strategic bombardment. 
They are related also to the tac- 
tical uses of atomic weapons— 
one of the most vital fields for 
exploitation and -‘romising im- 
mense military rewards. 


Large Variety of Weapons. 


American experts are working 
on a surprisingly large variety of 
different atomic weapon models 
-—and the old wartime Nagasaki 


Few people appreciate the 
scope and magnitude of the Eni- 
wetok operation—the tens of mil- 
lions of dollars it cost, the thou- 
sands of personnel involved, and 
the use of special apparatus from 
drone planes to experimental ani- 
mals, and from building struc- 
tures to unique and complex in- 
struments, all for the ee of 
increasing greatly our wledge 
about thermo-nucleonics, atomic 
weapons, atomic explosions, the 
effects of radiation, the military 
usefulness of various models, and 
similar matters. 

The success of the tests — and 
they were successful even beyond 
advance prediction — was by no 
means a foregone conclusion.

In Israel itself, 
the long process of absorption and re- 
habilitation was accomplished only 
through extraordinary sacrifices both by 
the new arrivals, who had already suf- 
fered incredibly for a decade, and by 
the Jewish population of the country 
which greeted them so warmly.

The lobby suffered its only defeat when it failed — 


to raise the load limit on the huge highway box- 
cars. 

Finally the legislators voted for a special 
study of road legislation—as if they had not 
already been studying this for weeks and had 
not known what they were doing. 

This victory is the work of a high-compression 
lobbying machine, reportedly oiled with a big 
slush fund. The lobbyists searched out the 
legislators at the Capitol and at home. And in 
a final act of brazenness, Representative Joseph 
W. Beckerle of St. Louis, who went to work not 
long ago for a truck firm headed by a lobbyist, 
helped attack the fee increase. Beckerle did 
not have enough sense of propriety to keep 
quiet, and only House rules kept him from vot- 
ing on the issue in which he had a direct per- 
sonal interest. 

Now Missouri voters should learn just who 
did vote for the lobby, and mark these legisla- 
tors for road busters. In St. Louis and the

Danger in Rhee’s Big Talk 

President Rhee’s big talk about an 
all-or-nothing truce in Korea is potentially dan- 
gerous business. 

It could lead to the same kind of costly mis- 
take the United States made in its policy of “un- 
conditional surrender” in the Second World War. 

It could discourage the Peiping Government 
from making truce overtures; could prevent us 
from making the infproveménts that are possible 
in the situation by holding out for a degree of 
improvement that is not possible now. 

By al) the available evidence it seems that 
neither the U.N. force nor the Chinese army is 
going to defeat the other except by an unwanted 
expansion of war. The situation is a stalemate. 
Neither side has anything to gain by choosing 
to continue fighting rather than to agree upon 
a truce. The situation of opposing forces bal- 
anced in frustration is exactly the situation in 
which an even-handed truce would be most 
likely. 

A truce at the thirty-eighth parallel would 
be such a truce, not, as Syngman Rhee angrily 
charges, “a phony peace.” There would be no 
reason why U.N. should not continue during a 
truce to press for unification of Korea under a 
government chosen by the Korean people, and 
to do so with all the means at its disposal. 

Rhee’s big talk comes with very poor grace. 
His administration exists.at all only by virtue of 
the armed support given by the U.N. It was his 
jingoism that lent danger to the rearming of 
South Korea for its defense—the danger that 
he would use the forces, instead, to attack North 
Korea. 

A bare three months before the Soviet pup- 
pet government invaded the South, Rhee was 
thundering from Seoul that the cries of “our 
brothers in distress” to the north could not be 
ignored. “To this call we shall respond,” he 
said. 

Some of the member nations of U.N. entertain 
grave doubts whether the Rhee Government 
could properly be extended over North Korea 
even if there was a military possibility of it. Aus- 
tralia has spoken very clearly on this point, 
and most U.N. member nations appear to favor 
the plan of election throughout all of Korea 
to choose a government anew. 

The most constructive thing Mr. Rhee could 
do for his country in the present delicate state 
of affairs is to avoid intemperate utterances. 
They can serve no useful purposes, and could 
serve some exceedingly destructive ones. 
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Keep the Pools Open 


An odd idea that St. Louis should close recrea- 
tional facilities it has bought and paid for is 
contained in a petition to Mayor Darst. Some 
1500 North Side residents urge him not to re- 
open the city swimming pools this summer. 

The petitioners claim that the number of po- 
lice employed at non-segregated pools results 
in inadequate police protection elsewhere. Only 
these petitioners, however, have complained. 
Last summer the police did a fine job at the 
pools. There were no serious disturbances, and 
law and order did not seem to suffer anywhere 
else. 

Perhaps a few persons prefer no pools at all 
to pools which are open to all citizens, as the 
law requires. But there are thousands of young- 
sters and others who like to swim during our 
hot summers. St. Louis really needs more room 
for recreation, not less. It would be ridiculous 
for the city to do without the facilities it already 
owns.

WASHIN GTON, June 14—The 
eontroversial $7,800,000 loan to 
Hazleton Steel & Tubing Corp.— 
approved twice in recent months 
by the Defense Production Ad- 
ministration—was blocked by de- 
fense authorities today. 

The action came after a 
House expenditures subcommittee 
which recently denounced the 
proposed loan brought to light 
yesterday a “lost” report on the 
Hazleton firm and its backers 
prepared nearly six weeks ago by 
the National Production Au- 
thority. 

The report, read to the admin- 
istrators of both agencies at a 
closed session of the subcommit- 
tee, is reported to trace in detail 
the financial and promotional ca- 
reer of Benjamin S. Dowd, presi- 
dent and chief sponsor of the 
Hazleton project. 

Criticized in World War II. 

Committee members confirmed 
later that the “lost” report, based 
on an NPA investigation, revealed 
Dowds role in the Empire Ord- 
nance Co., one of the most-inves- 
tigated munitions plants of World 
War II. 

These members said that the 
report substantiated disclosures 
last week that the financial back- 
ground and production record of 
Empire Ordnance had been se- 
verely criticized in the last war in 
a secret report prepared by the 
Securities and Exchange Com>» 
mission. 

Representative Porter Hardy 
(Dem.), Virginia, chairman of the 
subcommittee, said -defense of- 
ficials had, not made clear at yes- 
terday’s hearing whether the Haz- 
leton Joan would be granted or 
blocked, but that he hoped to get 
the answer at another session to- 
day. = 
Today “complete revision” of 
defense lending policy was prom- 
ised by Edwin T. Gibson, deputy 
defense production administrator. 

Following Gibson’s appearance 
at a closed committee session, 
Hardy said the Hazleton loan 
could be considered dead so long 
as the present sponsors retained 
any connection with the proposal. 

Hardy said Gibson had given 
assurance of a “complete revision 

of policy” in issuing defense 
loans and granting certificates of 
necessity for tax relief to com- 
panies engaged in defense pro- 
duction. 

Hardy said there was also 
“some consideration being given 
to the wisdom of transferring the 
loan program to a banking agency 
such as the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation. 

As for the “lost” NPA report 
on Dowd and the Hazleton steel 
plant which he proposed .-to build 
from scratch on Government 
money, neither the Hardy sub- 
committee nor reporters could 
find out what had happened to it. 

The subcommittee. obtained a 
copy of the report a few days 
ago. It was dated May 4, and 
presumably was prepared by 
NPA loan officials in answer to 
a series of questions posed by the 
Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion about the financial respon- 
sibility and managerial ability of 
Dowd and his associates. 

Gibson admitted that the “lost” 
report reached his desk only yes- 
terday. 

Gibson announced only last 
Thursday that the Hazleton loan 
had been re-approved and would 
go through despite the Hardy 

.gubcommittee’s charges that it 
was “not in the public interest” 
and might make millionaires of 
Dowd and two associates on an 
initial investment of only $600. 

Gibson said at the same time 
that he was familiar with the 
record of Empire, Ordnance in 
World War II and of Dowd's 
association with that firm. His 
aids have since reported, how- 
ever, that Gibson misunderstood 
and was not familiar with the 
SEC report and other Govern- 
ment documents dealing with 
Empire Ordnance.

CANADIAN NEWSPRINT 
PRICE RISES DEFENDED 


Boosts Are Less Than In-| 


creases in U.S. Index, 
Official Asserts. 


MONTREAL, June 14 (AP)—R. | 
M. Fowler, director of pulp and- 
paper for the Canadian Govern- | 
ment, last night defended Can- | 
ada’s action in permitting Cana- 
dian paper companies to increase | 
newsprint prices. 

Fowler, director of the pulp and | 
paper division of the Department | 
of Defense Production, said Cana- 
dian companies’ newsprint prices 
would be much higher if they had 
risen by as much as the United 
States pulp and paper price index. 

The Canadian position was | 
made known in a letter from Fow- | 
ler to Michael V. DiSalle, United | 
States price stabilizer. DiSalle | 
had asked the Canadian Govern- | 
men to intervene to prevent the | 
paper companies from making the | 
price increase.

From a Little School 
By Leonard Hall 


OT long ago, driving down a back-country 

Ozark road, we came upon a one-room school- 

house tucked into a small clearing in the woods. 

A great bustle of activity was evident and, knowing 

RYE that school was out, 

2 we slowed the car to 

--'. gee what was going 

on. It didn’t take long 

to discover what was 

happening. There were 

a dozen men and 

women on hand and 

the school building 

was getting a thor- 

ough-going renovation 

inside and out. One 

fellow was fitting 

glass into a broken 

window and another 

was nailing the roof 

onto a. new woodshed. 

Two more were on 

ladders with paint 

buckets, well along with the task of giving the 

building a new coat of white paint. Inside the 

school room, mops were at work and the big stove 
had just reczived a coat of stove polish. 

Now, I’m certain there’s nothing in the statute 
books which sets up a penalty if the citizens of a 
country school district fail to “clean-up, paint-up” 
the building at the end of the year’s session. Coun- 
try people, by and large, are no better than city 
people in regard to such rhatters; and the effort 
recently required to pass the new school bond 
issue in St. Louis shows that the situation must 
become nothing short of a public scandal before 
city people will agree to spend the money neces- 
sary to provide their children with even the physi- 
cal equipment for decent education.

THE THING WHICH interésted me when we 
stopped that day at the country school was this: 
We were seeing a sight which has become all too 
rare in America—a group who were not only 
voluntarily shouldering the responsibility of citi- 
zenship, but adding a little something extra for 
good measure. There is little doubt that of all the 
dangers that can threaten democracy, this inertia 
or unwillingness or carelessness in failing to per- 
form even the simplest of our duties as citizens is 
the greatest. Nor am I certain that we are shocked 
by the revelations of a Kefauver committee. We 
read the testimony, listen to the radio, watch the 
television in much the same spirit we'd adopt 
toward a murder mystery. We dismiss the matter 
by saying that crime and corruption are inevitable: 
or that we, as private citizens, can't do anything 


about it. 
* * a 


NOW AND THEN, as in the case of the country 
school, you do find Americans doing thejr job as 
citizens. Not long ago I received a booklet from 
the American Forestry Association titled “The 
Muskingum Story.” A few sentences from the in- 
troduction are worth quoting as they are written. 
“Twenty-two years ago the people of eastern Ohio 
initiated a notable experiment in flood control and 
soil and water conservation. At the hard core of 
their plan was a philosophy cherished by Ameri- 
cans, namely: that the solution of the peoples’ 
problems lies with the people themselves. ... 
How the Ohio people have converted a once flood- 
swept valley into a land of great promise repre- 
sents a triumph for what we like to call the 
American way of doing things.” 

Few states have more water problems than 
Missouri; for not only must we deal with the 
two mightiest rivers of the nation, but our land 
is traversed by a network of smaller streams, 
which are still of a size to of consequence, 
With the problems created by the Missouri and 
Mississippi rivers, our state can hardly deal alone. 
She must work with other states in the watersheds 
which are involved, for flood control, resource con- 
servation, river transportation where feasible and 
the generation of power. Or she can, as in the past, 
turn over these great rivers for better or worse 
to the management of such federal bureaus as the 
departments of the Army and Interior. But for the 
citizens of Missouri to turn over to these bureaus 
the management of waters originating and flowing 
mainly within the boundaries of the state is simply 
to shirk the responsibilities of citizenship.

A GROUP WHICH has made a careful study of 
the Ohio Conservancy Act, by which the people of 
that state manage the rivers within the state, is 
the Soils and Water Committee of the Conservation 
Federation. At the recent meeting of the federa- 
ticn in Jefferson City, this committee pointed out 
the many benefits which have derived from the 
act in the Ohio Muskingum Conservancy District. 
Here is a flood control and water and soil conser- 
vation project created and administered by the 
people of the watershed, which covers an area 
about twice that of our own Meramec river. Unlike 
the dam projects of the Army Engineers, the 
Conservancy District has taken little land out of 
production and none off the tax books; in fact, it 
pays taxes end collects none. Thousands of acres 
have been reforested. Farmers co-operate through 
17 soil conservation districts in the watershed. 


Two and * half million people use the lakes and | 


reservoirs eech year for fishing, swimming, camp- 
ing, sailing and picnicking. In all of the construc- 
tion work and in administration, full use has been 
made of such existing agencies as the Army 
gineers, Soil Conservation Service, Ohio Divisi 
of Wildlife, United States Forest Service, Division 
of Forestry, Agricultural Experiment Station, Di- 
vision of Recreation. Yet all basic policy is set and 
controlled by Ohio citizens through its local board 
of directors.

THE SOILS AND WATER Committee. in its 
resolution adopted by the Conservation Federation 
of Missouri, recommends the passage of a conser- 
vancy act by the Missouri Legislature, so that our 
state can make a sound approach to watershed 
management. Interested groups and individual citi- 
zens would do well to study the Ohio act as illus- 
trated by the “Muskingum Story” or to contact 
the federation as to how they can help forward 
this project in our own state.

Youngsters Not Only Act but Build and Paint Stage Sets, Take Tickets and Even Usher

A Special Correspondent 
of the Post-Dispatch 
HOUSTON, Tex., June 14. 
HILE officials of various 
areas despair over juvenile 
problems, an unusual young 
woman is hard at work directing 


the unique Houston Civic Theater 


for children, one of the few of its 
kind in the country. 


Twenty-five-year-old Mrs. KiKi 
Gray, a mother as well as a 
teacher, is vitally interested in 
children, although to glance at 
her, one would think she was a 
teen-ager herself. She believes 
that in the operation of the Hous- 
ton Civic Theater, one of the most 
important functions of the city is 
carried out for its youngsters. 
She believes in curbing any pos- 
sibility of juvenile problems be- 
fore they ever begin, by get- 
ting to the roots early and chan- 
neling them into active projects 
before they become matters of 
concern. 


Mrs. Gray sees to it that any 
age or type of child who comes 
finds a variety of thrilling things 
to do. As for calling their in- 
structor-director “Mrs. Gray,” 
that’s much too formal, they say. 
Even from the very young, one 
hears “KiKi, this, and KiKi, that.” 
It’s a magic name to them. Even 
on free Saturdays when no re- 
hearsals are scheduled, the young- 
sters just can’t stay away. They 
meet several times a week after 
school also. KiKi has become 
their Pied Piper, and she’s lead- 
ing them into worthwhile ways. 
She has a flair for making each 
child feel that his activity is an 
especially important and appreci- 
ated contribution to the whole 
and wholesome set-up. This, in 
itself, answers a well-known need 


of youth. 
T at sketching posters to adver- 

tise the plays, another excels 
in carpentry, so enjoys making 
“flats” for stage scenery, another 
is alert to operating the lights 
and music, others learn all about 
tickets and ushering, while hosts 
of them from all over the city 
flock to try-outs of coming pro- 
ductions. And serving on the 
play-reading committee is just as 
important as taking leads in the 
productions. No one ever feels 
left out or neglected regardless 
of the smallness of the job he is 
asked to perform. It’s all a part 
of KiKi’s personal touch. 


“In this play - work, the 
CHILD’S the thing first, and sec- 
ondly, ‘the play’s the thing,’” the 
vivacious director explains.

By means of this creative 
drama project, any child in the 
city is welcome to take advantage 
of the opportunity, not only to 
learn all aspects of the theater, 
but, even more important, to ab- 
sorb correct attitudes and appre- 
ciations in social development.

What's the Origin? 
WILL you please explain 
Q why a small building site 
*is called a lot, and why a 
cemetery lot is called a plot? 

A. Both terms originally were 
Americanisms. 

The term “lot” originated in 
Puritan New England. Along the 
seaboard were intensive marshes 
which produced excellent salt 
hay. At first each man cut as 
much hay as he wanted. But 


when the population increased, it 


was agreed to divide the hay 
marshes in equal parts for appor- 
tionment among all families. 

After the Biblical precedent of 
electing the twelfth apostle by 
lot, the names were drawn, and 
each man was entitled to select 
his piece of land, which was 
known as his lot.

Now he led a diamond. 


It would have been a very good 
idea for West to discard a spade 
on this trick, but he feared that 
by doing so he would permit de- 
clarer to establish dummy’s fifth 
spade. Consequently, West threw 
off a club. He repeated this 
action ‘when declarer, having 
ruffed the diamond in dummy, 
ruffed another spade in his own 
hand and led another diamond. 
The consequence was that South 
made every trump in his own 
hand and dummy on a cross-ruff 
and thus fulfilled the contract. If 
West had discarded a spade at 
some point so that he could over- 
ruff South with the heart king 
when South led and ruffed a 
spade, it is true that the spade 
jack would have become estab- 
lished, but East would have a 
trump to prevent its cashing.
